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PARK STREET CHURCH 

Boston, Massachusetts 
Built in 1809 this church was the site of William Lloyd 
Garrison's first anti-slavery address and the first singing 
of ‘America.’ Bostonians call this the ‘Brimstone Corner’ 
because gunpowder was stored here during the war of 
The small structure is the entrance to America’s first 
Subway and the trees mark the corner of Boston Com- 

mon, the first public park in America. 
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
